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THE UNITED STATES AND TEXAS. 


Tue news from America by the Acadia are such as those of the 
last three months have led us to expect. Texas has refused the 
treaty proposed by Mexico at the instance of England and France, 
involving as it did a recognition of the independence of that state, 
on the condition that it would refuse the overtures of the United 
States for annexation ; and at the same time both branches of 
the legislature have agreed to a joint resolution, adopting the 
proposals of the United States. Henceforth, therefore, Texas 
must be considered one of the states of the Union. 


To those who have attended to the disgraceful circumstances 
under which, and the obvious motives for which, Texas was 
erected into an independent state, and who knew that the same 
interests were still dominant, could have expected no other 
result from the long protracted negotiations which have 
taken place. Texas was alienated from Mexico not by the settlers 
of that country, but really by a lawless band employed by the 
land-jobbers and reckless speculators of the United States, a 
neighbouring power professing friendship and peace towards 
Mexico, It is a fact which has not yet been disputed, that the 
force which finally dispersed the Mexican troops and achieved the 
independence of Texas, had not more than fifty of the inhabitants 
of the country in it; and that the remainder were volunteers 
from the United States, by far the greatest proportion prompted 
by the extensive land-jobbing companies, who had acquired real 
or pretended grants of territories in that country ; and who were 
desirous of separating Texas from Mexico, not from any wish to 
extend the principles of republican government or freedom, but to 
be enabled to extend the system of slave-labour from the Southern 
States of the Union to the lands in Texas, by which alone their 
avarice and cupidity could be gratified. Never was there in the 
history of the civilised world a greater desecration of the name of 
liberty, than when used as a pretext for the lawless inroads made 
by the mercenary outcasts of the United States into the territory 
of Mexico, to wrest from that government a portion of its empire. 
Their sole object was to confirm the doubtful titles to large dis- 
tricts of country which formed the subject of the well known rash 
and unprincipled speculations which aided so much to the pro- 
stration of the United States in 1837; and to give increased value 
to land, by theintroduction of slave-labour, and thus affording a de- 
mand and an outlet for the population of the slave-breeding estates, 
which will perpetuate slavery and the iuternal slave traffic of 
America for an indefinite period. This was the original motive 
which governed the active spirit of the revolution in Texas, and 
which from that time has never been lost sight of. Though it 
was needful for the accomplishment of their objects that Texas 
should be declared an independent state, yet the greatest efforts 
of the chief promoters of that step have ever been directed to 
annexation with the United States as the only means of complet- 





ing their views. In the future history of these countries, the 
period of Texan independence wil] appear as" mere hypocritical 
parenthesis, between the seizure of it by a band of reckless and 
lawless land-jobbers, subjects of the United States, and the solemn 
recognition of, and participation in, this act of deliberate robbery, 
by the government of that country. 


But now the important pratcical question in which the civi- 
lised world is interested, is as to the effect which this step will 
have upon the peace of the New World; and, by implication, 
upon ourselves. America has received into her Union a 
large territory still claimed by Mexico as a portion of her do- 
minions; and America is ready to defend her newly-acquired 
State against the pretensions of Mexico. American troops are 
already in Texas for that purpose. Events can only be construed 
into an open declaration of war between those countries. From 
the position which we occupy with respect to those countries, we 
are not necessarily implicated in the quarrel so far, for however 
much it may be against our wishes—however much against our 
regard for the interests of humanity—we, as well as France, have 
recognised the Independence of Texas, and Texas is, therefore, as 
far as we or France are concerned, at liberty to adopt any form of 
government, or any alliance with the States, she pleases. As 
long, therefore, as acts of hostility between the United States and 
Mexico are confined only to the defence of Texas, there may arise 
no danger of implicating ourselves or other European powers in 
the struggle. But the defence of Texas may be easily con- 
verted into aggression on Mexico; and there is not wanting 
abundance of evidence that the “ American mind” has already 
looked towards the rich plains of California, if not to the 
mines of Mexico, as prizes worthy of the results of a contest if 
once commenced in earnest. There are not now wanting those 
who, with some such ultimate view, are eager for war, and who, 
when war has once been commenced, will be as eager for its con- 
tinuance, with the hope of circumstances leading to such prizes. 

On the other hand, the mad excitement for territorial aggran- 
disement into which the United States appears to have been 
lashed by private avarice and individual cupidity, may surround 
the question of Oregon with more difficulties. The arrival of 
Mr. M‘Lane as a special agent to negotiate a settlement of this 
question, while it deve that such important differences exist be- 
tween the views of the two governments that the negotiations 
could not be continued between Mr. Pakenham and Mr. 
Buchanan, still shows a disposition on the part of America to 
arrive at a peaceful arrangement of that question. The tone of 
public opinion in the Union does not, however, abate one iota of 
its demands ; and, however anxious Mr. Polk or be personally 
to meet the viéws of Great Britain, it is doubtful if, in the present 
state of opinion in the States, he will be able to assent to any 
compromise which would be consistent with the rights and dig- 
nity of Great Britain. 


The following communication from Washington, on which we 
believe reliance may be placed, shows in what spirit a proposition 
would be received by the American public, which would appear to 
involve as the basis for a settlement of the question ‘the most 
favourable proposition which this country consistently could 
make :— 


* There has been for several days past a report in circulation among per- 
sons who are usually well-informed, that the negociations between Mr 
Pakenham and the American Government were proceeding upon the basis 
of the 49th degree of north latitude as our northern boundary for Oregon. 
This boundary was siid to have been offered by Mr Pakenlam under in- 
structions from his government, and to have been acceded to on our part 5 
and the foundation having been thus laid, the clauses of the treaty were said 
to be under discussion. This rumour has received extensive belief, and had 
created considerable astonishment and excitement here amongst the Demo- 
erats generally, and speculations as to the refusal of the Senate to ratify 
such a treaty, and the abandonment of the oe of the administration 
by the greatest portion of the party which elected Mr Polk, were quite rife 
and general. 1 have learned, however, from a perfectly reliable source, that 
this report is incorrect. No such agreement hasbeen made. The 49th de- 
gree has not been fixed upon, and I have very strong reasuns for believing 
that the 49th degree will not be acceded to by Mr Polk’s administration, 
if it should be offered by the British Government. Upon the accuracy of 
these statements I stake my reputatiun, and time will show if I do not give 
you correct information.” 
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This, taken in connexion with the excited tone of public 
opinion throughout the States, is to our view anything but a 
very satisfactory evidence of the safety of our future relations 
with that country. We do not pretend that there is any fear of 
an immediate interruption to peace between the Old and the New 
World, but at the same time it would be great folly to shut our 
eyes to the dangers to which these questions expose us. The 
following extract of a letter from a judicious correspondent resi- 
dent in New Orleans, will show the feelings of a temperate and 
prudent mind on the spot, having every opportunity to estimate 
public opinion and political probabilities :-— 

“Peace on War.—We hope that your prognostics will be cor- 
“rect, that peace is to be preserved. We have great fears, and to- 
“day we have accounts of the annexation of Texas so far as their 
“ congress can annex ; and we fully expect a declaration of war on 
“the part of Mexico against the United States, so soon as her 
“ (Mexico) proposals are declined and those of this country accepted. 
“ What such a war may lead to remains to be seen. But it seems 
“to be forgotten, or perhaps is unknown ,in England, that the bill 
“for the occupation of Oregon was lost in the Senate of the United 
“States only by two votes, and these two Calhoun men from South 
“Carolina. We feel the very greatest doubt, if the bill (as it will 
“ undoubtedly be) be introduced next session, that any great difficulty 
“ will be found in carrying it through. ‘The people here are excite- 
“able in no ordinary te: they are excited on the Oregon ques- 
“tion, and are ripe and ready for the consummation of any act of 
“ folly.” 








AGRICULTURAL WAGES, PROFITS, AND RENTS. 
Tue question of the Corn-law has taken so important a place in 
the “agricultural mind” of the country, and its repeal at no dis- 
tant day has become so fixed a conviction, that it is no matter of 
surprise that a County Member, in meeting his constituents, should 
not only find it needful to dwell upon the subject, but, if possessed 
of an ordinary degree of candour, that he should admit the im- 
pending necessity. To do otherwise would be but to evade what 
is to all an absorbing topic; and to some, we fear, still an un- 
welcome truth. If, therefore, Mr. Sotheron must address the 
Wiltshire Agricultural Society, it seems hardly needful that he is 
to be looked upon as a special harbinger of changes contem- 
plated by the Government, or as a remarkable prophet, because 
he sees in the horizon, some two years distant, a repeal ot the 
Corn-laws. Any one who had listened to the proceedings in 
Parliameut during the present session in particular—who had 
seen the increasing deference which on all hands has been paid to 
the principles of free trade—but, more especially, who had heard 
the debates on the resolutions of Lord John Russell, and the 
motion of Mr Villiers—and, still more particularly, attended to 
the speeches of Sir James Graham on the former, and that of Sir 
Robert Peel on the latter occasion—must indeed be incapable of 
forming an estimate of the future course of events, who could still 
cling to a doubt, that the Corn-law could be, or was intended to 
be, preserved. It only, therefore, accords with what we should 
expect, wher we find Mr Sotheron addressing the Wiltshire 
farmers as lie did ; and, moreover, we have reason to know that 
his views were only in accordance with those which his audtence 
had already adopted. Mr Sotheron said :— 

“His meaning was this—that when they found it to be out of their 
power to alter their condition for the better,in what he might term the 
main or the national point of view, they should endeavour as nearly 
as possible to adjust the burdens which pressed so heavily upon them, so 
that each division of the agricultural interest should take its fair and equal 
shire ; and whether the Canada Corn bill, the Tariff, of the sort of tone 
which the Government had adopted when speaking of the agricultural inte- 
rest, was to be charged with causing the depreciation of the produce of the 
land, their business was, as far as they were able, as members of the same 
| interest—landlord, tenant, and labourer—to unite together to raise from the 
land, by the best and most improved modes of cultivation, the largest possi- 
ble amount of produce and to share the profits equitably among them. 
(Hear, hear.) It was impossible that they should shut their eyes to the 
| fact that in a few years—it was even now visible in the horizon—they were 
under the great risk of having the corn laws eutirely put av end to. (Hear, 
hear.) But this he would say, that whenever that change should take place 
it could not be a single measure. (Hear.) No government could bring 
forward such a proposition without adding to it a measure for the adjust- 
ment of the burdens of the agriculturists. (Hear,hear.) Therefore he was 
for the landlord, on his part, to say, if such a step should be taken, * my 
rent shall be adjusted according to the circumstances of the tenant ;’ and 
for the tenant to say to the labourer—‘ It is from my produce that 1 must 
pay you your wages, and if the price of that produce is lowered, you cannot 
be surprised, painful though it will be to me, if your wages are lowered 
also.” This ought to be done before any alteration such as he had alluded 
| to was made. He did nct mean to recommend what was called a system of 
| corn rents, because that was in many cases practically productive of great 
injustice, but that some fair and equitable settlement should be made. 
(tiear, hear.) Some two years of the term of existence of the present par- 
liament, and, probably, of the present government also, were before them.

| and then, if any great alteration should take place, by legislative interfe- 
renee, they would be able to point out what was the pressure on them as 
agriculturists, and thus have ground for asking for the relief of those bur- 
dens as a fair and just step before the repeal of the corn laws. (Hear.)” 

If we would attach any importance to these words because they 
come from a steady supporter of the Goverement, it would be in the 
marked way in which Mr Sotheron fixes the period left for prepara-

we were in the habit of attaching any importance to after-dinner 
speeches, or if we believed that the present Government ever trusted 
their best supporters with any other view of their future policy than 
can be collected from their public speeches, we should interpret Mr 
Sotheron’s words to mean that the corn law question wag to be kept 
as the great peace-offering to public opinion when ministers must f° 
to a general election. If that be so, and the heavens are sufficiently 
propitious to intervening harvests to make it possible of accomplish- 
ment, there is no denying that it is a dexterously conceived plan. 

Our chief object, however, in alluding to this speech, is to combat 
an error which we believe to be very generally and very honestly 
entertained by Mr Sotheron's class. In talking of the burthens of 
agriculture, a vague term which seems applied to everything that 
presents any difficulty in the way, but.which has never been defined, 
Mr Sotheron seems to associate in their adjustment a reduction of 
the landlord's rent, and of the labourer’s wages. No doubt these are 
the two most obvious charges to which the farmer is subject, a reduc- 
tion of which would most obviously compensate for a reduced price 
of corn. But if Mr Sotheron’s farmers are to spend the two years of 
preparation in indulging such hopes, we fear that they will be in even 
a worse condition for the change than now. We have ever held the 
opinion, and every year only confirms us therein, that an entire free 
trade in corn would not reduce rents and would raise wages. The 
worst policy which landlords can possibly pursue, is to encourage. 
that common error in the farmer-mind, that everything depends upon 
price. ‘This obvious fallacy has been the basis of the whole system of 

rotection, which has proved so ruinous to every interest to which it 
ee been extended. ‘The quantity produced and the cost of produc- 
tion are as needful to be taken in the account as the price at which 
the produce is sold. But the cost of production does not depend 
upon the rate of wages. Labour is cheap or dear, more in proportion 
to the skill with which it is applied than the mere sum of money paid 
for it. Some men who pay the highest wages have yet the cheapest 
labour, by means of the superior skill with which they direct it, and 
by the superior implements with which they use it. Taking this 
country as a whole, the wages of labour are higher than any other in 
Europe, but the labour itself of all kinds, without distinction, mea- 
sured in its efficiency, is no doubt the cheapest in Europe. And in 
this country the labour, which is aided by the greatest skill, the 
finest implements and tools, and the greatest ingenuity, though paid 
at a much higher price, is still in its results cheaper than the most 
common and worst paid toil, unaided by such advantages. 

Experience tells the farmer that when corn is cheap wages are 
high. Itis then that the greatest competition exists between him 
and other employers, whose skill is greater and whose implements 
are better. If farmers want cheap labour, they must not look to low 
wages for it; they must turn their attention to a more skilful appli- 
cation of labour, to an improvement in their Implements, and such a 
general direction of their concerns as shall render it more effective. 
‘The farmer must bear in mind that all his competitors for the labour 
of the country are greatly in advance of him in these respects, and 
that as capital and general employment increases, the demand for 
labour and wages must increase with them. 

With regard to rents, a similar error prevails. Rents are not de- 
pendent alone on the price of produce ; but much more on its cost and 
quantity. If the farmers of Wiltshire stand still for two years, and 
rely upon lower rents, they will be grievously mistaken. No com- 
pact with the most honourable landlords in the county could secure 
lower rents two years hence, amid an increased demand for land. 
Competition among farmers is a principle far too strong to be con- 
trouled by any such convention. One class of farmers will never 
hold a country if there is another class willing to pay higher 
rents, they being able, with more skill, economy, or industry, to 
produce greater abundance at a lower cost. It would be a great na- 
tional calamity to permit an inferior race of farmers to hold land at 
low rents. The experience of different parts of the country shows 
how little mere price has to do with rent. In Berwickshire and 
Lothian, where the climate causes an inferior quality of grain, and 
which, consequently, is sold cheaper than that of Suffolk or Essex, 
rents are higher, wages are higher, and the farmer’s profit is higher. 

It is a dangerous delusion for men like Mr. Sotheron to teach far- 
mers to rely upon a reduction of rents and wages, in place of those 
improvements which will increase produce in quantity and quality. 

In the beginning of the -present century the price of cotton yarn 
was 5s 6d per lb.; now it is from 9d to 10d; and now the wages 
earned by all the various workers in that trade are higher, the aggre- 
gate profits of the manufacturer are greater, and a mill would let for 
a higher rent, than at the former period ;—so little has mere price to 
do with wages, profits, or rent. Skill, ingenuity, and industry, have 
accomplished this ; and on these alone are the farmers safe to rely. 





WEST INDIA IMMIGRATION AND LOAN. 


Ovr accounts from the various islands in the West Indies, brought 
by every succeeding mail, show that the production of sugar in 
those colonies, and the colonies themselves, are in a state of tran- 
sition. There are two topics which excite most intense interest 
everywhere, which form the basis of that transition, and from 
which most important consequences must in the future proceed. 
We allude to the current of immigration on the one hand, and on 
the other to the newly awakened spirit of reliance on agricultural 
improvements, and the use of improved implements. It will be 


remembered that, in the course of last autumn, we frequently 

alluded to the correspondence which had taken place between 

Lord Stanley and the Colonial Governors, with ~the object of 

establishing a fixed plan of immigration. Lord Stanley, in the 

despatches alluded to, proposed to procure a loan on the gua- 

rantee of the home government for the purposes of immigra- 
' 
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tion, to be apportioned among the various islands, on con- 
dition that the respective colonial assemblies would pass acts 
providing for the payment of the interest from their respec- 
tive local revenues. The conditions proposed by Lord Stanley 
were generally adopted throughout the West Indies ; and we have 
been expecting, during the whole session, that an act of parliament 
would be introduced for the purpose of authorising the loan in 
question, on similar principles as that made to Canada some years 
ago. Thesession is, however, about to close, and no mention has 
been made of the subject; but we have some grounds for believ- 
ing that the Government has taken upon itself the responsibility 
of effecting this arrangement, and contracting the loan, as an 
act of the executive, without application to Parliament for its 
sanction. We very much regret that the attention of Parlia- 
ment has not been called to this question, if not by the Go- 
vernment, by some independent member, because it is one of 
the gravest character, affecting the future prospects of the 
colonies and the interests of humanity. A parliamentary dis- 
cussion on this important question could not have failed to 
elicit views equally important to the planters and the labourers 
in our colonies. It seemed, above all things, fit and proper 
that Parliament should be called upon to exercise an opinion 
as to the regulations under which immigration should be con- 
ducted, whether from Africa or from India, and a discussion, at 
least on the mode by which it is proposed to provide for the re- 
payment of the loan in question, might have been of some advan- 
tage to the colonies, by calling their attention to some of the neces- 
sary evils which will ultimately arise from the system adopted. 
And, at least such « discussion could not have failed to give satis- 
faction to the public mind at home, at all times so susceptible on 
this subject. No doubt Ministers had reason to expect consider- 
able discussion, if not direct opposition to their plans; but the 


inconvenience to which they could have been exposed. 

Having narrowly watched the discussions which have taken 
place in the Colonial Assemblies on the proposals of Lord Stanley, 
and which, in some cases, met with strong opposition, we were not 
a little struck with the mode adopted, in some instances, of pro- 
viding the increased revenue needec to secure the payment of the 
interest of the proposed loan. And the remarks which we make 
on this head are equally applicable to the general system of rais- 
ing a portion of the revenue of these islands. 
these islands has been a supply of regular and continuous labour. 
Agreat complaint has been, not alone the want of a sufficient 
number of labourers, but the absence of a disposition on the part

While, however, we have heard nothing from the Home Govern- 
ment on the subject of this arrangement, we learn from several 
ofthe West India possessions that the system is already in full ac- 
tivity. From Jamaica, we learn that the Blundell, from Calcutta, 
had safely landed two hundred and sixty-one Hill coolies, and that the 
Success was expected from the same place with another cargo. 
From Trinidad, we learn that the Fabel Rosack, from Calcutta, had 
landed two hundred and seventeen Hill coolies, and that the immi- 

ration transport, Senator, was on the point of sailing to Sierra 
eoue for a cargo of African immigrants. From Demerara, we 
learn that the Roger Stewart had arrived from Sierra Leone with 
two hundred and Afiy-sia immigrants, and reported abundance of 
labourers, anxiously waiting there for an opportunity to immi- 
ate. The plan is, therefore, in active operation. And, as far as 
these accounts go, the experiment appears to have been satisfac- 
tory to all the parties interested therein. The mortality of adult 
men and women, even from India, has only very little exceeded

A disproportion of the sexes 
was one of the main points on which immediate interest was likely 
to act prejudicially to the future success of this plan; and the 
error so much feared has evidently been committed. If the Go- 
vernment, either here or in India, interferes at all, this is just one 
ofthe chief points in which it should do so. The Blundell left Cal- 
cutta with 206 men, 29 women, 16 boys, 4 girls, and 16 infants ; 
and it is said that of 217 immigrants brought by the Fabel Rosack 
only eleven were females. The most strenuous opponents of im- 
migration could not suggest a more likely plan for the ultimate 
failure of the system. 

So far the accounts of the behaviour of the coolies, and that of 
the negro labourers towards them, are highly satisfactory. In 
Jamaica the coolies have obtained the praise of all classes. They 
are industrious, constant at their work, and show the greatest de- 
sire to earn wages. They are said to perform admirably what- 
ever work they are put to, and, thonah somewhat slower than 
the negro, the work is better and more effectual. Their religious 
prejudices have not been found a matter of any inconvenience, 
some of them already having gone to church. The negroes exhi- 
bit no jealousy or ill-will, but treat them with kindness and consi- | 
deration. 

How far this system of immigration, adopted by the colonies, isa 
wise one or not, is hardly a question which can be determined by 
any evidence which can be produced at this time. As far as re- 
gards the interests of the colonies and of the planters, we much 
doubt it will not turn out, and especially that from India, to be

tensively succeed. As regards the coolies from India, we have a | 
very strong opinion that their very extensive introduction to 
the West Indies will ultimately entail upon those islands great | 
difficulties. The expense of 18/ each will, with any important 
number, entail great charges upon the colonies, besides the re- 
sponsibility of sending them back to India at the end of a few 
years ; and, in the meantime, the increasing competition of the 
East Indies, with an unlimited command of the cheapest labour in 


such artificial arrangements, to compete with the East. 

But there are evidences of this kind in the West Indies, of far | 
more legitimate and safer grounds of reliance being adopted by the 
planters than those of an extensive system of immigration. The 
establishment everywhere of agricultural societies, the discussions 
with which the papers are filled of improved methods of culture 
and manufacture, the numerous new implements of husbandry 
which we see noticed, the adoption of chemical and mechanical 
improvements, the application of new and various manures, all 
afford, as the Antigua Weekly Register says, 

“ The satisfactory assurance, that the conviction is gaining ground that 
the remedy for the present depressed condition of the West Indies depends 
on the application of machinery in the various departments of the compli- 
cated process of sugar cultivation, wherever it shall tend to facilitate the 
operations of the labourer, or when the substitution of implemental for 
manual labour shall be deemed practicable.” 

In the West Indies, as at home, competition is teaching people 
to rely on their own resources of ingenuity and industry as the 
only true guarantee for success and prosperity. The journal 
which we have just quoted has little confidence of any very ex- 
tensive benefit from immigration, and foresees many of the diffi- 
culties and dangers, and proceeds thus— 

“If there be any truth injthis reasoning it proves that we ought as far as 
possible, to make ourselves independent of external aid, and the only way 
to do so is to‘multiply our own resources, Railroads would be the first 
great step, the first stimulus to improvements in our agriculture, which 
is fur behind that of every other colony. The plough is searcely known 
here, and the hoe-harrow not at all—two implements by which manual la- 
bour is saved to a very great degree in other colovies ; manuring has every- 
where been disregarded ; the cane field everywhere too much extended ; 
and the plant crop has been neglected, to the great injury of the sugar, in 
addition to the waste of land and labour. The root of the evil, we firmly 
believe, has been partly in the apathy of the community towards the estab- 
lishment of a good Agricultural Association, but mainly in the el seness of our 
legislature, Free discussion is the animating principle of all solid improve- 
ment.” 

It is alone to the rising spirit of improvement, which will render 
all their present resources more effective, that we look to the 
future safety and prosperity of these colonies. 

We have heard it rumoured that the Government has privately 
concluded a loan with two leading capitalists in the city, for one 
million pounds at 4 per cent, which it is probable has some con- 
nexion with the immigration loan which Lord Stanley undertook 
to provide. We still trust that some explanation will be obtained 
from Ministers, before Parliament rises, on this subject. It is a 
matter on which the public should not be kept in ignorance. 








HILL COOLIES IN JAMAICA, 


Tue following extracts from the Jamaica papers concerning these 
Eastern immigrants cannot fail to be read with interest :— 
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' with, however, fine countenances , full dark, good humoured, lascivious look- 
ing eyes ; many having small but very prominent hook like noses, with short 
| upper lips, and long black hair; some wearing the moustache and beard, 
| which is thin, and having the crown of the head shaved. With the excep- 
| tion of that all-important article of attire among Eastern nations, the girdle, 
very many of them were in a state of positive nudity, whilst nearly all wore 
| bright woollen caps (such as are worn by seamen), with the edges turned 
| up into somewhat the shape of a tur and which gave them, when con- 
trasted with their swarthy counte s, @ singular appearance. Those 
| who were dressed, had on long coat or robe, which reached from the 
| neck to the heels; it was made of coarse blue cloth, with red edges and 
| seams; all however wore a girdle around the loins. Those who had shoes 
—or rather slippers—on their fect seemed to walk rather uncomfortably. 
| These slippers have pointed toes, which are turned up, and ornamented in 
| a similar manner to those worn by the Turks. The females are not without 
| their charms—they are, however, very short in stature, and somewhat in- 
| clined to obesity. Their necks, arms, wrists, and ancles are decorated with 
| bright metal rings and other tawdry finery. Their sense of propriety is 
| evidently very correct, whilst their manner is easy, and we may even say 
graceful, They carry their children on the hip—the little feliows clinging 
| to the waists of their mothers, and requiring but little support from their 
| arms. Very many of these coolies, both males and females, carried small 
brass vessels, suspended by a piece of thin cord, containing water. | These 
are sacred vessels; they would not permit any but themselves to drink out 
of, or indeed to touch, them. One of them performed a characteristic dance 
and chaunt, the tones of which were soft and sweet ; he was accompanied 
by two others with their voices ; one also playing on « rude drum, formed 
of asmall keg, on the ends of which were stretched pieccs of parchment, 
and the other with a pair of miniature cymbals made of brass. They kept 
time with the dancer, whose steps, motions, and gestures were graceful ; his 
countenance being wreathed in smiles, whilst his countrymen stood around 
looking, as solemn as Turks when repeating a portion of the Koran.” 
“‘ The news respecting the coolies continues, we are happy to say, most 
|} favourable. ere the extremely heavy and rainy weather 
which has been experienced throughout the districts in which these people 
|| are located, they have been found at work from morning till night. Indeed 
they resisted every effort of those under whose management they have been 
placed, to prevent their working in the rain. Their reply to all exhorta- 
|| tions to take care of themselves was—‘ Money, money.’ They would lose 
no opportunity of earning wages, and have even pressed hard for liberty to 
work on Sundays. 

“Their work is represented as admirable to whatever denomination of 
labour they are set. They work slowly, but well and effectually—one of 
their weedings is equal to two of those by the negro. 

“The utmost good feeling prevails between the negroes and themselves. 
The negro men speak of them in a kind way, and describe them as ‘good 
somebodys,’ whilst the women add to this praise the compliment that they 
are ‘ bootiful’ besides.”

~~ at least in feeling, for an offence against public decorum ; 
|, but, in the present case, where open avowal of motives proceeds 
|| from an apparent unconsciousness and deadness to the sense of the 
wrong, it is an aggravation of the offence.

tons ; as wheat became cheaper and trade revived, that quantity has

FACTORY INSPECTION—SHORT HOURS. 
As to factory inspection, we may remark that “ much may be 
said on both sides,” as much has been said. Having read over 
the Reports of the Government Inspectors for the last year, re- 


word or two on the subject, exhausted as it may be thought to 
be. On the first page (“ Report of Leonard Horner, Esq.,"’) the 
three following paragraphs present themselves in sucession :— 

“On the 23rd of August, Mr Armstrong prosecuted Thomas Shorrocks,ja 
spinner in the employment of Messrs Simpson, Thompson, and Co., near 
Manchester, for having employed a boy under 13, his own brother, for 12 
hours a-day, and for having kept him from school. He was fined 5s, and 
the costs, which he had to pay also, amounted to 14s. 

“On the 17th of September, Mr Armstrong, by my direction, prosecuted 
Jane Flynne for giving currency toa forged certificate of age for her own 
daughter. She was convicted and sent to prison for seven days. 

“On the 24th of August, Mr Ewings prosecuted a parent, Thomas Mars. 
land, for allowing his daughter, a girl under 18 years of age, to work 134 
hours in one day in a factory. He was convicted, and fined 20s, with costs.” 

It is not for us to defend any one of the acts for which these 
parties have been fined or imprisoned, We defend them not. 
But if the stoutest advocates for Government interference in pri- 
vate affairs can see in these things only cause of rejoicing, and 
nothing to deplore, we can only say we do not envy their feelings. 
Supposing some sort of Government interference defensible, surely 
it is difficult to defend that which is employed to limit the people’s 
supply of bread, butter, cheese, meat, &c., and then to force them 
to love their own offspring! Of all the feelings which pervade 
and animate the human heart, surely a mother's love is the 
strongest—the most self-sacrificing—the most enduring. If it 
should give way to cruelty among large numbers, or indeed almost 
to any extent, how much have those persons been first wronged 
themselves! And then how the domestic affections are cherished 
by thees orders to prosecute fathers and mothers, issued by Mr 
Leonard Horner to his subordinates! How Jane Flynne, for in- 
stance, will love her daughter for having been seven days in prison 
on her account, and how the dauzhter will respect her mother and 
learn all the good ways of life at this rate! We shall not pursue 
the subject. We are content to renew our protest against the 
inverse order, to say the least, in which Government performs its 
duties—first, doing that which it should not do, attempting to 
force a love between parent and child, because it is unnecessary, 
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and then not doing that which it should—give the people fair play 
in the work of earning an honest subsistence for themselves and 
families. A deep and lasting wrong is done not only to individuals 
but to society, by every step taken in these directions. 
Throughout the manufacturing districts we are happy to see 
the discussion of the short-hour system revived in an improved 
spirit. There is no longer any talk of farther legislation on the 
subject. The parties are trying to find out whether all their inte- 
rests are not identical, and whether they are not themselves 
ablest to find them out and act upon them without the aid of 
Parliament or of Government inspectors, Any results arrived at 
by processes of this sort are of a value which puts into the shade 
all theoretical discussion. 


Mr Horner, in his report, states very fairly the arguments which 
weighed in his mind, as they would in any mind similarly circum- 
stanced, against any material reduction in the time of factory 
work. He says—* As the quantity produced must, in the main, 
be regulated by the speed of the machinery, it must be the inte- 
rest of the millowner to drive it at the utmost rate of speed con- 
sistent with these following conditions, viz. the preservation of 
the machinery from too rapid deterioration ; the preservation of 
the quality of the article manufactured; and the capability of the 
workman to follow the motion without a greater exertion than he 
can sustain for constancy. One of the most important problems, 
therefore, which the owner of a factory has to solve is, to find out 
the maximum speed at which he can run, with a due regard to the 
above conditions. It frequently happens that he finds he has 
= too fast, that breakages and bad work more than counter- 

alance the increased speed, and that he is obliged to slacken his 
pace. I therefore concluded, that as an active and intelligent mill- 
owner would find out the safe maximum, it would not be possible 
to produce as much in 11 hours as in 12. I further assumed that 
the operative, paid by piece work, would exert himself to the ut- 
most, consistent with the power of continuing at the same rate ; 
and that, therefore, he could not, permanently, produce as much 
in ll as in 12 hours. Thus | inferred, that any abridgment of 
the hours of labour must necessarily be accompanied by a reduc- 
tion in the produce, in a well-regulated factory.”—In this calcula- 
tion, however, the extent to which vigilance and attention on the 

art of the workmen cau influence the amount cf production, has 
been left out of view; and there is the testimony of credible wit- 
nesses, that by the aid of a very slight increase in the speed of the 
machinery, and by much increased carefulness and punctuality on the 
part of the work-people, the same amount of work has been turned 
out at Preston and elsewhere in eleven hours that used to be in 
twelve. 

Most certainly there are manufactures where so much depends 
on the speed of the machinery, and so little on the hands of the 
workman, that this result can never become universal. “ Al- 
though,” says Mr Horner, “ the experiments of Mr Gardner and 
Messrs Horrocks and Jackson may have been successful to the 
fullest extent stated, and forma good ground fur experiments 
being tried in other mills of the same description, they do not, in 
my mind, form any ground to justify @ further legislative restriction 
of the hours of labour in factories, on the plea that has often been 

ut forward, that if the hours be shortened the produce will not 

e lessened. In avery large proportion of the factories of the 
United Kingdom, a reduction of hours must of necessity cause a 
reduction of the quantity produced ; and, consequently, must 
cause an enhancement of the cost of that produced, the rate of 
wages remaining the same.” Whatremains for this class of work- 
men is not to attempt to force the legislature compulsorily to 
shorten the hours, and keep up a fixed price, of labour (which no 
legislature can do), but to agitate for open markets in which they 
may buy their sustenance and sell their labour at natural prices— 
for equal taxation in the State, and fora recognition of their social 
and political rights, which they may soon secure by union among 
themselves for good objects, by temperance, religion, regularity, 
knowledge, and dependence only on themselves for all the good 
that may (and must, if they choose to make it,) befall them. 





IMPERIAL PARLIAMENT. 


House of Lords. 
Monday, July 28. 


Lorp Camrnett moved that the standing order, prohibiting the 
publication of the lives of deceased peers, should be rescinded. ‘The 
noble lord said that the standing order originated in 1735, when the 
House of Peers was startled from iis propriety by the appearance of 
an advertisement in the Post Boy, stating that the famous Curl in- 
tended to publish a volume containing Pope's correspondence for 
thirty years with the Earl of Halifax, and other noble lords. The 
black rod was immediately directed to bring every copy he could find 
before the house, and also to bring the publisher himself to the bar. 
From that period the standing order remained a dead letter upon the 
journals.—The motion was assented to. 


Their lordships then went into committee on the Commons Enclo- 
sure bill, the discussion of thé clauses of which occupied a consider- 
able portion of time. They were eventually agreed to, the house 
resumed, and the report was ordered to be received to-morrow. 


The Poor Law Amendment (Scotland) bill was then passed through 







committee; after which several bills were forwarded through one 
stage respectively, and their lordships adjourned. 
Tuesday, July 29. 

Dvusuin anpj Gatway Raitway Bitt.—The Earl of Beszoroven 
resumed the adjourned debate on this bill, aud, in consequence of the 
systematic fraud which had been used in getting signatures for the 
contract deed, in urged on the house the necessity for deferring 
any further consideration of the bill till that day three months. —The 
Marquis of CLanricarpe could not conceive why the noble earl had 
fixed upon this particular bill as the object of hisenmity. Systematic 
frauds had, it was true, been perpetrated, not by the directors, but 
upon them. The directors of other railwavs had been the victims of 
the saine frauds, and yet their bills had passed, while this was to be 
delayed. He could not believe that the house would stop the bill, 
which, in his opinion, ought to be re-committed. After a discussion, 
in which Earl Bathurst, the Earl of Wicklow, the Duke of Cleveland, 
the Duke of Welliugton, and other noble lords took part against the 
bill, and the Earl of St Germans, Lord Beaumont, and the Earl of 
Devon for it, their lordships divided on the original motion, when the 
numbers were—contents 35; non-contents 8; majority against the 
bill 27. 

Scotcn Poor Law Bitt.—The Duke of Bucciteccu then moved 
the third reading of this bill, when a discussion arose on the 17th 
clause, which proposed to join South Leith to Edinburgh for the pur- 

ses of pauper relief. ‘The Lord Chancellor and Lords Cottenham 
and Campbell having given their opinions against the legality of the 
clause, it was struck out, and the bill passed. 

Tue Lunatics Asytum anp Pauper Lunatics Bitts passed 
through committee ; several other bills were forwarded a stage, and 
their lordships adjourned. 


Thursday, July 31. 

Some conversation arose on a motion by the Earl of Besborough, 
respecting a prosecution of Stinton, the witness, for alleged perjury 
before the committee of inquiry on the Dublin and Galway Rail- 
way bill. As a doubt was started whether the evidence furnished 
enough to insure a conviction, without leaving legal loopholes in 
the indictment, a committee was appointed to examine the report 
and advise the house. 

The Earl of Aserpeen, in reply to Lord Beaumont, made a short 
statement on the affairs of Greece, emphatically denying that the 
legitimate influence of England was declining, or could be superseded 
either by France or Russia. The disturbances on the frontiers, 
though deplorable, were partly inevitable, owing to the turbulent and 
half-civilised character of the population, who where robbers by 
nature and education, but the extent of the disturbances had been 
much exaggerated. ‘The paternal relations of England with Greece 
entitled us to feel and take an interest in its prosperity. But one 
great evil in that country was the fact that parties were divided 
into English, French and Russian, while the far more important 
matter of creating a Greek party was neglected. 

The business before the house was mostly routine, and was all 
disposed of with but little discussion. 


House of Commons. 
Monday, July 28. 


The house met at noon and passed a great many bills through dif- 
ferent stages. In the evening sitting, previous to going into commit- 
tee, the state of the 

Scnoor or Destan was discussed, Mr Witxiams introducing the 
subject by moving for a select committee to inquire into the allega- 
tions contained in the petition of the senior students of the School of 
Design in Somerset House, and into the general management 
and present state of that school.—Sir Greornce Crenx could not 
agree to the motion of the honourable member, which was not 
grounded, as he had stated, upon facts within his own knowledge, but 
upon the representation of a comparatively smal! number of the stu- 
dents. The school had made most satisfactory progress, and its ex- 
hibition this year was so very creditable, that it would be unjust to 
agree to the proposition of the hon. member.—After some observation 
from Messrs Ewart, Wakley, Hawes, and Wyse, Mr Hume advised 
Mr Williams not to press his motion. Mr Williams accordingly 
withdrew it. 

Sratre or Epucation. —Mr Ewart moved— 


“That a statement be made, on the part of the Government, of the con- 
dition and prospect of such educational establishments as are supported 
wholly or partially by a vote of this house. That it is expedient that the 
formation of public librarics, freely open to the public, beencouraged. That 
it is expedient that schools for the training of masters be more extensively 
promoted. That it is expedient that appointments to the subordinate offices 
of Government be made (as far as possible) by examination of the merits 
of the candidates for such offices.” 


—Sir R. Peex entered into a statement of the views of the govern- 
ment, having for their object the rendering the annual and increased 
educational grants more generally useful in a double point of view— 
that of elevating the status of the teachers and the quality of the 
education given to the pupil. 

“ He perfectly agreed in the observations made by the hon. gentleman with 
respect to the condition of schoolmasters in this country. That occupation 
ought to be regarded as an honourable one, and he was persuaded that any- 
thing which that house could do to show their sense of its value, and toim- 
prove the salus of tho-e devoting their energ'es to the fulfilment of its duties, 
would be amply repaid. In addition to the sums which he had mentioned, 
grants had_been made for the erection of schools, the number of which had 
inereased annually up to last: year, when the onmber of schools so founded 
amounted to 380. ‘There was also an increased grant for the purpose of pro- 
moting the comfort and elevating the condition of the schoolmasters—the 
Committee of Council on Education having with that view consented te a 
grant for the erection of schoolmasters’ houses. He very much doubted 
whether an increased sum for the purposes of education next year would 
not be fully justified by the success which will have attended the measures 
hitherto adopted under the liberal sanction of parliament.” 
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—After some remarks from Mr Wyse, Mr Hume, and Mr Hawes, 
this motion was also withdrawn. 

The house then went into committee, and the discussion of the es- 
timates occupied the rest of the sitting.

Tuesday, July 29. 
The house, eschewing late hours and long talk, got through its 
business before dinner, and consequently adjourned at an early hour.

Wednesday, July 30. 


The House of Commons met yesterday at twelve o'clock, and pro- 
ceeded at once with public business. On the motion for going into 
committee of supply, Mr Fre.pen called attention to the treatment 
which he and others had received under 

Tue Property Tax Act, and moved for certain returns connected 
therewith. It appeared that the hon. member's establishment at 
Oldham had been assessed to the property tax at 24,000/ per annum. 
Upon appeal, the commissioners, when oe was not present, had re- 
duced it to 12,000/, which was far greater than it ought tobe. He 
had sought every means of cateunn ta in vain, and now brought the 
subject before the house. He had offered to produce his books, show- 
ing his dividends of profits with his partners; but without availing 
themselves of this means of ascertaining the real facts, the commis- 
sioners, in his absence, decided against his appeal, and his goods were 
levied upon for the assessment on a profit of 12,000/2—Mr WittiaMs 
seconded the motion, and expressed his belief that this was only one 
of a thousand similar cases.—The Cuance.ior of the Excurauer 
regretted the inconvenience to which the hon. gentleman had been 
subjected, but that inconvenience was chiefly to be attributed to that 
boasted British virtue of resistance to oppression upon which the hon. 

gentleman had acted to an extent which others might think scarcel 
prudent, and which, at all events, had led to the annoyances of w hich 
be complained. He did not see how the house could relieve him— 
all the proceedings were regular and legal, and even though the com- 
missioners might have come to an unjust decision, yet government 
were bound hand and foot by the provisions of the act, and however 
they might regret, they could not assist the hon. gentleman. To the 
greater portion of the returns moved for he had no objection.—After 
some farther discussion Mr Fielden withdrew his motion. 

Raitway Accipents.—Mr Bernat called attention to the recent 
accidents, and contended that where parties were deriving large profits 
from them, the public had a right to expect that every attention 
should be devoted to the safety of travellers by them.—Sir G. Clerk 
stated the steps taken by the Board of Trade in all such cases ; and, 
after a short discussion, Sir R. Perr, amidst repeated cheers, said 





that the railway directors were bound to protect the public. It was 
no answer, when accidents occurred, to say that in coach travelling 
accidents were more frequent—they should seek to have no accidents 
at all. If railway proprietors failed in making proper provision for 
the safety of the public, he was satisfied that Parliament would not 
| hesitate to diminish their profits, with a view to provide more effica- 
| ciously for the security of the lives of those whom they conveyed.— 
Lord Patmerstow stated some circumstances of mismanagement on 
the Dover line which had come under his own observation. 

Means or Nationat Derence.—Lorp Patmersrton then called 
attention to the great deficiency in our present means of national de- 
fence. He stated that, independently of a National Guard, consist- 
ing of 1,000,000 of men, France had a standing army of 340,000 men 
fully equipped for warfare—that she had also a fleet equal to our own, 
and steamers capable of transporting 30,000 men—-that the harbours 
in which she might collect that fleet were inaccessible to attack, and 
were within a few hours’ voyage of the coast of England—and, last 
of all, that steam navigation had converted the Channel into a sort of 
river “crossable” by a steam bridge. He next showed that we were 
not in a condition to meet any sudden hostile attack ; and in so doing 
repeated the observations which he made on a former occasion, on 
the necessity of placing our dockyards and naval arsenals in a proper 
condition of defence, and of providing along our coasts convenient 
harbours of refuge. He suggested to government the expediency of 
not allowing the autumn to pass Over without balloting for and en- 

rolling the. militia, and the propriety of giving them in the next sum- 
mer thir 28 days of training. For a comparatively small amount of 
expeuse it would thus. have the means of calling into arms within a 
for might 50,000 men in Great Britain, and 20,000 more in Ireland. 
-—Sir R. Peet said that this was a subject which, from a sense of pub- 
lic duty, he would not discuss in that house. There was no advan- 
tage in displaying to the world the extent of our resources; but he 
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would say this—that if a just war were to call forth the energies of 
the British nation, there never was a period in which she could make 
a more powerful demonstration than at the present moment. With 
respect to harbours of refuge, he was of opinion that they should pro- 
ceed, as rae were proceeding, cautiously. With respect to the call- 
ing out of the militia, he hoped the house would not press him to 
state the intentions of the government. He would only say that he 
thought, in the present state of society in this country, that the pre- 
sent militia laws were not in any way adapted to it. He did not think 
that we should be running a race of rivalry, not of commerce and ci- 
vilisation, but of military display, with France, or any other power, 
though he admitted that it was a nice point to judge where the neces- 
sity for self-defence terminated. 
SUSINESs OF THE Hovse.—Mr Hume suggested the propriety of 
laying down rules for the transaction of business in the next session 
of Parliament. He would propose that, as at present, Mondays and 
Fridays should be left to the Government, while those who wished 
to talk might be allowed, with great advantage to public business, to 
talk themselves out on Tuesdays and Thursdays. On Wednesdays 
he proposed that they should ‘meet at twelve, and adjourn at six 
o'clock, so as to have a partial holiday between the debating nights. 
In this way he thought they would dispose of more business than they 
did at present.—Sir R. Peex said he saw no objection to the arrange- 
ment. On the contrary, he believed it would facilitate public bus}. 
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ness, and it would also afford a relief from the continuous sitting of 
the house for fourteen hours a day, for five da consecutively—a 
duty which no man’s constitution could stand. Some such arran 
ment was most desirable.-—The Cuance.tor of the ExcHequer said 
it might be serviceable if hon. members during the recess would read 
the debates with a view to see how much of the talking might have 
been advantageously spared, in order to profit by the information in 
future sessions. 

The house then went into committee of supply, the remainder of 
the evening been spent in discussing various estimates, and adjourned. 

Thursday, July 31. 

Brazitian Stave Trape Bitt.—Mr M. Gisson, on the bringi 
up of the report on this bill, reiterated his objections to it, and 
if it were not a fact that the Brazilian Minister in this country had 
protested against it ?—Sir R. Peet, after defending the bill, admitted 
that the Brazilian Minister had protested against the measure, though 
he did not think that a sufficient reason for delayiag it. When an 
answer had been given to the protest, both documents would be laid 
on the table of the house. 

Tue Waste Lanps (AustRavian) Birt went through commit- 
tee, Mr Hawes and others objecting to it as not the proper remedy for 
the evils of the colony, which they contended was toadmit Australian 
corn duty free.—Mr Vicurers thought that all opposition to the bill 
would be withdrawn if the government would give them the assur- 
ance that next session the corn of the colony would be admitted duty 
free. He called on the agricultural members to express their opinion 
on the subject. Those gentlemen, however, declined doing so, and 
the report was then brought up. 

Tue Late Fires at Quesec.—The Cuancertor of the Excue- 
Quer having briefly stated the details of the two great fires which 
have desolated Quebec, and given utterance to the feelings of sympa- 
thy which the calamity excited, proposed, in a committee of the 
whole house, an address to the Crown, that a sum of 20,000/ be ap- 
plied to the reliet of the inhabitants, assuring her Majesty, in the 
usual form, ‘‘ that this house will make good the same.”—After a 
few remarks from Mr Hawes, Sir R. H. Inglis, and Sir Howard 
Douglas, the address was unanimously agreed to. 

The remaining routine business was then disposed of; the house 
adjourned before nine o’clock.

COURT AND ARISTOCRACY. 


The Queen and Court remain at Osborne house, Isle of Wight. 

On Monday her Majesty and Prince Albert went through New- 
port and Godshill, and part of Lord Yarborough’s grounds, to Vent- 
nor. The royal party drove tothe Ventnor Hotel, and partook of 
luncheon. After luncheon her Majesty and Lady Portman left the 
hotel in a phueton for Steephill Castle, Prince Albert and the gentle- 
men walking. Captain Pelham had the honour of conducting the 
illustrious party to the Castle, and afterwards to his own resi- 
dence. The whole party returned to the hotel after walking ee a 
the grounds of each place. Her Majesty and Prince Albert and the 
royal suite took their departure at 4 o’clock, returning by a different 
route, through Bonchurch and Shanklin, and arriving at Osborne 
house at 20 minutes past 6. 

On the succeeding days the royal amusements seem to have been 
confined within a narrower sphere, as, for instance, on Tuesday 
walking round a neighbouring farm and on the beach towards King’s 
Key. 

The King of the Netherlands on Monday went to Kensington and 
visited Princess Sophia. The king also paid visits to the Duchess of 
Gloucester and the Duke and Duchess of Cambridge. His 7 
honoured Messrs Storr and Mortimer’s establishment in New Bond- 
street with a visit. On Tuesday his majesty held a diplomatic levee 
at Mivart’s hotel, and received a deputation of the consistory of the 
Dutch church, who waited upon his majesty to present an address of 
congratulation. His majesty afterwards went at three to inspect 
Buckingham palace. The king dined in the evening with the Duchess 
of Gloucester at Gloucester house. On Wednesday his majesty left 
town as the guest of the Duke of Richmond, to witness Goodwood 
races, &c. 

Her Majesty the Queen Dowager, accompanied by their serene 
highnesses the Duchess Ida of Saxe Weimar and the Princesses 
Anna and Amelie of Saxe Weimar, left Bushy-house, Bushy-park, on 
Thursday morning, in a carriage and four, for town, and arrived at 
her residence, Marlborough-house, shortly before one o’clock. 

The Queen, through the Duke of Wellington, as Commander-in 
Chief, has appointed the King of Holland a Field-Marshal in the 
British army. His Majesty's sojourn here will be protracted to the 
close of the week, as invitations have poured on his Majesty's atten- 
tion which he is desirous of accepting. 
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The Earl of Erne has been chosen to be the peer to sit in the 
House of Lords in the room of Baron Carbery, deceased. 

Lord Mahon, we understand, will succeed Mr Emerson Tennent 
as one of the Secretaries to the Board of Control. Mr E. Tennent 
will visit Egypt on his way to Ceylon, in the hope of being able to 
conclude with the Pasha the postal treaty, in respect to which Mr 
Bourne so lamentably failed.— Times. 

Sir Robert Peel has appointed Mr A. Campbell, nephew of the 
poet, to an office in the Customs, as a token of respect for the 
memory of Mr Campbell.— Globe. 

The Governors of the Charter-house met on Thursday to appoint 
two new governors in the places of Earl Grey and Lord Canterbury. 
Their choice fell on the Duke of Buccleuch and Lord Devon. 








THE METROPOLIS. 


Mesmerism.—Mr Spencer T. Hall has delivered two additional 
lectures on Mesmerism, accompanied by interesting experiments, 
during the present week, at the Western Literary Institution, 
Leicester Square. On the last occasion (Thursday, night) almost all 
the time was taken up with experiments on persons who had on 
former occasions presented themselves to Mr Hall for the 
ae of being mesmerised before metropolitan audiences, 

eing at the time perfect strangers to him; and the au- 
dience, which was a large one, was much gratified. Some of 
the effects produced by Mr Hall on minds and muscles are very 
striking—quite inexplicable on any known principles whatever, and 
he has the good sense not to waste ai time attempting ex- 

lanations, but leaves the facts to speak for themselves. Ko oubt 
in time we shall have a theory of Mesmerism as of other sciences ; 
and to Mr Hall, more than most men, society will be indebted for 
that large collection of facts which must be made before we can 
have one of any value. Mr Hall’s manner of conducting experi- 
ments is very simple and unpretending, and the use which he has 
been of to suffering humanity (Miss Martineau among many others) 
pore him a perpetual claim to be considered among the world’s 

enefactors. We believe he leaves London without lecturing 
more at present. 

Suockina Rartway Accipents.—On Tuesday morning a fright- 
ful collision, attended with the most serious consequence, took place 
on the line of the London and Birmingham railway, near Chalk farm, 
and within a short distance of the Camden station. The mail train 
from Liverpool, which leaves Birmingham at 55 minutes after twelve, 
it appears, is due at the London terminus at 32 minutes past five. 
About a quarter past five on ‘Tuesday morning, this train arrived at 
the Chalk farm end of the tunnel, and proceeded at full speed on- 
ward towards the platform at the Camden station. The train con- 
tinued its progress until arriving at the London side of the Chalk 
Farm bridge where the down luggage train, which was some few mi- 
nutes behind its time, was at the time crossing from the branch curve 
lines leading to the luggage storehouses on to the main down line. 
At that time there wes a dense fog, and the result was, that, before 
any measures could be taken to stop the speed of the mail train, then 
going at a rate of 30 miles an hour, it run into the luggage train, dash- 
ing three of the luggage vans, and three of the carriages in the mail 
train, literally to atoms. ‘The mail train contained at the period of 
the collision from 60 to 70 passenges, and it is considered a pure mi- 
racle, under the circumstances, that at least 20 or 30 persons were 
not killed on the spot. The screams of the females, and the general 
scene which presented itself at this moment, was appalling in the ex- 
treme. Many were taken out from amongst the fragments of the 
carriages in a fainting state, whilst others were seen with the blood 
streaming down their faces, occasioned by the injuries inflicted on 
them by the broken glass. Surgeons were sent for in every direc- 
tion, and the attendance was most prompt. Mr Dean, engineer, of 
Birmingham, and agent to the Earl of Devon, was jammed between 
the seats; his left leg was completely crushed, and the bones pro- 
truded through the trousers. Mr Dean's leg has since been ampu- 
tated, but doubts are entertained of his ultimate recovery. Four 
were ascertained to have been seriously injured, but, although many 
were much bruised and cut with the glass, their injuries were by no 
means of an alarming character.—Another serious accident occurred 
on the South Eastern Railway, between Tunbridge and Penshurst, 
on Monday night. It appears that the last carriage of the six o’clock 
Dover train was detached at Tunbridge with the signal lamp at- 
tached. After the train had left some time without the lights in the 
rear, the omission was discovered. A pilot engine was sent for- 
ward with the lamps; but the engine driver, not perceiving any lights 
or any signal to show that any obstruction was upon the line, pushed 
forward with much speed, and the consequence was, that as the train 
had reached the station, and was at that moment waiting for passen- 

ers, a most terrific collision ensued, which was attended with serious, 

ut happily not fatal, consequences. A gentleman, whose name 
could not be learned, had his leg broken ; another gentleman was so 
injured in the spine, that it is probable it will be a long time before 
he recovers ; and several others, to the number of twenty passengers, 
were more or lessinjured. No lives were lost. 

To Srecutators.—The Record of ‘Tuesday last contains an adver- 
tisement calling the attention of “‘ Christian capitalists” to a scheme 
for the extension of evangelical truth, requiring an outlay of from 
20007 to 5000/, and insuring fifteen to twenty per cent interest on the 
sum expended ! 

Vicror1a Parx.—The works are now in very active operation, 
and considerable progress has been made in the erection of the prin- 
cipal lodge entrance in the approach from Bethnal green, which is 
being built in the Norman style of architecture. Adjoining this the 
piles have been sunk in the Regent's Canal for the erection of the 
suspension bridge, which is at an angle of the two roads from the 
Hackney and Bethnal green roads. Nearly the whole of the paling 
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has been placed up round the park, and on the roads through it there 
is a handsome iron railing.

Anotner Camnrincet Etectiox.—The Tory party here have sent 
forth the report that Sir John Mortlock is about to retire from the 
Board of Excise, and that the Hon. Henry Manners Sutton is to suc- 
ceed him. The Whigs, too, are on the look-out for a vacancy in the 
representation of the borough.—Chronicle. 

HereFrorp Evection.—The election of 2 member of Parliament in 
room of the late Mr Clive, to serve for tke city of Hereford, took 
place on Thursday, when Sir R. Price, Bart., formerly member for the 
county, was elected without any opposition. The new member is of 
the Whig party, as the former was. 

Facts Rexative to Recistratron.—The Conservative party has 
not sent in one single new claim either from Manchester or Salford 
townships for the southern divison of Lancashire, whilst the free 
trade claims exceed 1,000! The new claims by the Free Traders of 
North Lancashire exceed twelve hundred! On the other hand, the 
number of claimants in the landed and corn law interest are com- 
paratively few, not one-sixth of that of those of their active oppo- 
nents. Only let another year’s exertion be made, and it no doubt will 
be, and the fate of North Lancashire will as certainly be sealed as its 
twin constituency, South Lancashire, is sure to be. The township of 
Preston has largely contributed to swell this large number, it having 
furnished upwards of four hundred. The number of new claims 
made by the Free Traders for registration this year in the West 
Riding of the county of York amount to 3,500. The Tory claims 
scarcely reach one-third of that amount. ‘The Bradford Free Traders 
sent in 600 new claims. 

Sunpertanp E.ection.—Both parties iu this contest continue to 
prosecute their election, and both anticipate success. The Tyne Mer- 
cury says :—“ Without the slightest disparagement of the electors of 
the borough of Sunderland, whom we, in fact, consider a good consti- 
tuency as compared with many others,—we may yet be permitted to 
say we have had too much experience in elections, not to have our 
doubts as to the issue of this conflict. There are many men, who are 
classed under the indefinite and unmeaning term “liberal,” who 
will, we know, shrink from a man of Colonel Thompson’s decided | 
political sentiments ; and, unmindful of the truth that the point | 
really at issue in this contest is, whether ‘Free ‘Trade’ is, or is not 
to be the policy of the country ;—unmindful that this is the sole

People are very much disap- 
pointed that the writ has not been issued, for the town will be kept

ARREsTMENT OF WaceEs 1n Scotitanp.— A bill, intituled “ An 
Act to Amend the Law of Arrestment of Wages in Scotland,” has 
ae received the royal assent, and is now in force. Itis as fol- 

ows :— 

“ Whereas an act was passed in the sixth year of the reign of his late 
Majesty King George the Fourth, intituled an act to alter and amend an 
act passed in the thirty-ninth and fortieth years of King George the Third, 
for the recovery of small debts in Scotland: And whereas another act was 
passed in the first year of the reign of her present Majesty, intituled an act 
for the more effectual recovery of small debts in the sheriffs courts, and for 
regulating the estublishment of circuit courts, for the trial of small debt 
causes by the sheriffs in Scotland: And whereas it is expedient that the 
said acts should be amended, as regards the arrestment of wages: Be it 
therefore enacted by the Queen’s most excellent Majeys; y,cnsan ti he,wit 
advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commlnybd 
this present Parliament assembled, and by the authority of the same, that 
from and after the passing of this act it shall not be lawful or competent to 
arrest wages upon the dependence of any action raised by virtue of the said 
recited acts, anything therein contained to the contrary notwithstanding.” 





VALUE OF REAL PROPERTY IN SCOTLAND.

FOREIGN AND COLONIAL. 


France.—We have received, by our ordinary express, the small 
number of Paris journals published on Wednesday. We learn from 
them that the afternoon of ‘Tuesday proved fine, and that in conse- 
quence the “ Fetes of July” were concluded amid general satisfac- 
tion and uninterrupted good order. We regret to observe by one of 
our private letters, however, that the reception of the King and Royal 
family by the crowd assembled in the garden of the Tuileries to hear 
the usual monster concert, was not so warm as could have been de- 
sired, and as was so well merited. “ Not more than 30 voices,” says 
the writer, “saluted the King by the customary cry, Vive le Roi !” 
M. Guizot left Paris on the 30th ult. for his estate, Val-Richer, near 
Lisieux. 

ImPporTANT FROM THE UnitEp StatTes—ANNEXATION OF Texas. 
—The Acadia, royal mail steamer, arrived at Liverpool yesterday, 
bringing intelligence from Boston to the 16th instant. By it we 
learn the important fact, that the annexation of Texas to the United 
States has been agreed to by the ‘Texan Congress. Joint resolutions 
in its favour had been unanimously passed ; and both branches of the 
legislature had unanimously rejected the proffered terms by Mexico, 
to negotiate a treaty of peace, and to acknowledge the independence 
of Texas. Their decision has been announced to the people of Texas 
in a proclamation issued by the President. All the United States 
papers speak of Texas as being without doubt a state, and the only 
anxiety, at the time the steamer left, was whether Mexico would 
undertake any hostile measures or not. The New Orleans papers 
state that some bodies of United States troops had received instruc- 
tions to proceed to the Texan frontier, and the naval force of the 
United States government in the Gulf of Mexico had been somewhat 
augmented. ‘These preparations were no doubt intended to awe the 
Mexicans out of any idea they might entertain of commencing hosti- 
lities—Another revolution broke out in the city of Mexico on the 
6th ult. The authorities were imprisoned by the insurgents, but at 
length released by the troops. The revolt was not suppressed until a 
colonel and thirty men had been killed. In the midst of these diffi- 
culties, outrages on the French Ambassador and other French: citi- 
zens have occurred, which threaten to lead to serious consequences.— 
By the same arrival we have received accounts of another great fire 
at Quebec. The advices from Montreal are to the 13th instant inclu- 
sive, and the official accounts of both fires are as fullows :—-

The loss is estimated at 
1,250,000/. 6,000 persons are rendered houseless by this fire. The 
two fires consumed, in round numbers, 3,000 houses, and rendered 
houseless 20,000 persons. We have important news from Texas.—

porary.—Accounts from Hayti, to the 26th ultimo, represent that 
island in the same disordered state in which it has been for the last 
two years. 

Inp1a anD Curna.—Tue Overtanp Bombay Mait.—We have re- 
ccived dispatches anticipating the arrival of the Overland Mail from 
Bombay. The dates are—Bombay, June 19; Calcutta, June 8; Ma- 
dras, June 10; China, May 6; Egypt, July 19; and Malta, July 24, 
There is no political news from India of any importance. The com- 
mercial intelligence, however, is interesting, and is given elsewhere. 
From Scinde no news is usually good news, and we see little reason 
for questioning the accuracy of the definition on this occasion. There 
has been scarcely any sickness, and no war, in the province “ fertile 
as Egypt; and those who have witnessed the presence of either of 
these calamities in the valley of the Indus will ble to appreciate 
the blessings that must flow from the absence oft both. Our news 
from the Punjaub bears reference principally tothe ravages of cholera, 
which dreadful scourge has spread over the country far and wide, 
and in the city of Lahore has cut off hundreds daily. The only im- 
portant item of intelligence from Cabool is that the long-designed 
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attack of Peshawur has now been finally abandoned both by Dost 
Mahomed and his son. The Governor-General remains for the present 
in Calcutta, but it is said will to the north-west provinces in 
October, with the whole of council, secretaries, &c., with the 
view of taking measures for reducing the Seikhs to a state of onder. 
We have China news to the 6th ultimo, comprising several items of 
interest. The Governor of Bombay, with his family and suite, has 
proceeded into the Deccan—as is usual at this season of the year— 
and remains there till after the rains. ‘The institution hitherto 
known in Bombay as the “ Bank of Western India,”’ is henceforth to 
be called the “ Oriental Bank,” and some other alterations are to be 
introduced preparatory to obtaining the expected charter. Mr Car- 
gill, the r, leaves for England by the steamer, for the purpose 
of completing the details. The monsoon, with occasional showers and 
thunder-storms, for some days, appears to have now fairly set in.

In the House of Commons there was a debate on the London and 
York Railway bill, when the report was adopted by a majority, on 
a division, of 79 to 19. 

On the second reading of the Exchequer Bills bill, 

Lord Palmerston adverted to the present condition of Greece, in the 
prosperity of which this country was largely interested.—Mr A. B. 
Cochrane having addressed the house, Sir Rt. Peel admitted the pecu- 
liar interest of this country in the prosperity of Greece, both as one 
of the powers which created its independence, and also as a national 
creditor. But it was also necessary to recollect that we had gua- 
ranteed self-government to Greece, with which,we should be cautious 
of interfering. The formal business having been all gone through, 
the house rose at an early hour. 

We believe we may now confidently state that parliament will be 
peceees not later than on Saturday next. If by any exertion the 

usiness of the session can be despatched before, the prorogation will 
take place on Thursday, the 7th instant. Her Majesty will, it is ex- 
pected, embark upon her continental tour in the evening of the same 
day, whether the house be dismissed on Thursday or Saturday.--- 
Times. 

Field Marshal his Majesty the King of Holland took leave of the 
Duke and Duchess of Richmond yesterday morning, and left Good- 
wood at half-past nine o'clock, with the gentlemen of his suite, in 
two of the Queen’s carriages, for the Farnham station of the South 
Western Railway.

EPITOME OF NEWS. 


Sixty additional bills (a due proportion of them being railway 
ones of course), have this week received the royal assent, and 
become law. Our readers would hardly thank us for occupying 
so much space as would be required to name them all here; and 
in the upper chamber of the legislature, except the above formal 
act, there has occurred nothing throughout the week that calls to 
be chronicled or commented on here. 

The House of Commons has had night after night, for some 
time, set apart to vote supplies of money for the public ser- 
vice and the other usual objects which yet remain to be taken, 
and considerable progress has been made, though, previous to 
going into committee on each occasion, numbers of subjects have 

me started and discussed, as is customary, by members on all 
sides. 

On Monday, in this way, Mr. Ewart brought forward so me 
resolutions, in relation to the educational estimates, declaratory 
of the expediency of encouraging the formation of free public 
libraries, the more extensive promotion of schools for training 
masters, and of making the appointments to subordinate offices 
under Government dependent upon a previous examination ‘of 
the merits of candidates. Sir Robert Peel acquiesced in the 
general views propounded by Mr Ewart, and made large and 
liberal promises, which called forth approving remarks from Mr 
Wyse, Mr Hume, and Mr Hawes; and then Mr Ewart’s resolu- 
tions were negatived with his own consent. 

The Government School of Design at Somerset House, and 
some late quarrels among the teachers and pupils in that esta- 
blishment, were, on the same occasion, noticed by Mr Williams, 
who wished to have a committee of inquiry into the working of 
the school, but Government resisted the proposal, and Mr Wil- 
liams' motion also was defeated. 

Some large votes, such as 18,895/ for “Indian Missionaries ” 
in Canada, 11,353/ for church expenses in the same place, 48,800/ 
for defraying the expenses of stipendiary magistrates in the West 
India colonies, 22,565/ for the charges of governing New Zealand, 
supplying it with a bishop, &c., 35,2641 for Presbyterian clergy- 
men in Ireland, &c. &c. have been met with opposition and gene- 
rally divided against; but the Ministry always carry such matters 
without any difficulty whatever. A vote of 20,000/ has been ta- 
ken with general approbation in aid of the distressed inhabitants 
of Quebec, two-third parts of which city, by two successive fires, 
have been reduced to ruins. 

Sir James Graham has now formally added his Physic and Sur- 
gery bill, and Colleges of Physicians and Surgeons bill, to the long 
list of dropped measures for the year. We are not sure that they 
did not deserve a better fate, but the Home Secretary is not for- 
tunate infcarrying, to a successful issue, measures with which he 
is in any manner personally mixed up, as he was with these. 

On Tuesday Lord Granville Somerset, brought forward some 
important amendments in the standing orders relating to railways, 
to the effect, that, in future, the deposits on railway bills shall be 
10 instead of 5 per cent on the capital; that, in Irish projects, the 
notices to occupiers of land shall in future be deposited with the 
clerks of the unions, instead of clerks of the peace; and that the 
railway business done this session, if up to the point required by 
the late resolution, shall be sustained as good for so far in the 
next session—all which were agreed to. The causing a deposit of 
10 instead of 5 per cent of the capital of companies, requiring le- 
gislative sanction to their formation, will not be felt as any great 
additional annoyance to stable concerns. 

Several accidents have occurred this weck on the Midland, 
London and Birmingham, South-Eastern, and Great Western 
Railways. They formed subject for discussion in the House of 
Commons on Wednesday. It was remarked that accidents are un- 
frequent on the continental lines. The fault must rest, not with 
the system, but the carelessness of the parties employed to work 
it. Sir Robert Peel gave his opinion that due precaution would 
have prevented these accidents, and that it might become neces- 
sary for Parliament to take from the profits of railways to extend 
the necessary measures of precaution, and compensate sufferers 
by railway accidents. 

Mr Fielden called attention on the same day to the oppressive 
way in which the income tax had been taken from him—the com- 
missioners actually charging him as if his income had been 12,000/ 
a year, though he offered to show them his books, by which it was 
evident that his income had been ni/, and he could swear that the 
fact was so. The commissioners were inexorable, and the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer, on behalf of the Ministry, now declared 
that though ‘they commiserated Mr. Fielden's case, and quite be- 
lieved what he said, they could afford him no relief! There are 
many people in Mr Fielden’s position, who cannot afford to state 
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ir ci stances as he does his, and who, in consequence, sub- 
Seer ane they should not be asked to do, rather than make 
| their circumstances known. 
| Lord Palmerston has called the attention of government to the 
| inadequate means possessed by this country for national defence 
in case of an aggressive war, and suggests calling out the militia 
| during the ensuing autumn. Sir R. Peel says the country 1s well 
| able to defend itself, and does not think well of calling out the mi- 
litia.

THE WOOL SALES. 

The public sales of Colonial and other wools, which commenced on 
the 3d instant, terminated on Saturday evening, having been con- 
tinued daily with good spirit by a large attendance of buyers, and 
the following satisfactory prices maintained throughout. The con- 
dition of the Colonial wools generally was good, and shows more at- 
tention to have been paid to the getting up, so as to have avoided the 
burrs, grass seeds, straws, {c., and very few bales were in the grease. 
Those from the Cape of Good Hope show great improvement, both 
as to growth, condition, and regularity of packing ; some marks bein 
perfectly accommodated, the wools well washed, and evenly packed, 
so that the quality in any single bale was uniform throughout. These 
marks received great attention from the buyers, and were well paid 
for. Many, however, still showed the old want either of care or op- 
portunity, and were very uneven, dirty, and mixed both in colour and 
quality, in each bale. On the whole, these sales, being the largest 
in quantity ever yet offered, have gone off quite as well as was ex- 
pected, and at prices fully equal to the May sales.

Cryton Sucar.—The following notice is from the Colombo Observer, 
of the 26th ult., and will no doubt be read with much interest :— 
“ Our mercantile columns to-day present the novelty of reporting the 
departure of the first cargo of sugar from Ceylon—the manifest of the 
Thomas Jones exhibiting 3231 cewt, being, we hope, the earnest of an 
article which may one day be enumerated amongst the staple pro- 
ductions of the colony.” 

Forercn Potratores.—The importation of potatoes from the Azores 
is an important circumstance connected with the new tariff, and likely 
to be improved upon, affording a convenient and useful article for 
freight, instead of ships returning without cargo, the fruit season be- 
ing finished there. The Azores, until lately, seldom freighted our 
vessels with anything else but fruit. We observe that about 80 tons 
of potatoes, per the Nonpareil, from St Michael’s, were disposed of by 
public sale this week, and brought from 30s to 40s per ton. 

Sate or Forercn Carrie 1n DunpEe.—A public sale of foreign 
cattle lately brought from Hamburgh by the London, took place in 
Gray’s yard, Yeaman Shore, on Friday. The announcement was 
looked upon with much interest by dealers and breeders of the sur- 
rounding districts,—the consequence being a numerous and highly 
respectable attendance of gentlemen, farmers, and others. The 
cattle appeared in excellent condition after their short keep here. 
The cattle were put up in lots of two each. Fifty Holstein oxen, 
generally in fine condition for the grass or tied up for turnip, were 
sold at prices averaging from 11/ to 16/ 15s each, or from 6s to 7s 
per Dutch stone. ‘T'wenty-five Jutland oxen, much less in size but 
excellent in quality, brought from 10/ to 13/, or about 7s per stone. 
Twelve animals of a mixed description fetched between 5s to 6s less. 
There were twenty-four heifers and cows, some of the former being 
noble animals and of prime quality; one of these was purchased for 
Lord Panmure at 18/7 10s, and another for Mr Wedderburn of Birk- 
hill at 197 10s. A number of the cows were fit for the flesher, and 
were disposed of at about 6s 6d per stone. Some three and four year 
olds, picked up by gentlemen farmers for breeding purposes, fetched 
high prices, running from 12/ to 15/ each. With the exception of a 
few lots, the whole importation went into the hands of feeders and 
graziers. There were in all forty-four lots of oxen and twenty-four 
of heifers and cows, and they were all disposed of in the course of 
an hour aud a half. 

Reapinc Wueat.—Important To Farmers.—It is asserted by 
Mr Hannam, a clever and experienced farmer, of North Deighton, 
near Wetherby, Yorkshire, that considerable loss arises from the mis- 
taken practice of reaping wheat when “dead ripe ;” and this asser- 
tion he proves by the following experiments.—In 1840, he reaped 
three large sample parcels of wheat as follows :—No. I, Green, cut 
August 4th; No. Il, Raw, cut August 18th; No. III, Ripe, cut Sep- 
tember Ist. When thrashed and carried to market, they commanded 
the following prices :—No. I, 6ls per quarter; No. Il, 64s per 
quarter; No. IIT, 52s per quarter. In 1841, he cut five half-roods of 
wheat as follows:—No. I, Very Green, Aug. 12th; No. II, Green, 
Aug. 19th; No. IIT, Raw, Aug. 26th; No. IV, Raw, Aug. 30th ; No. 
V, Ripe, Sept. 9th. These samples were first shown at the Wetherby 
Agricultural Society’s show on Sept. 22d, 1841, when an extra pre- 
mium was awarded to sample No. III. The wheat, from which the 
last three samples were taken, was then ground and dressed, by Mr 
John Hardcastle, miller, of Wetherby, when the following results 
(omitting fractions) came out :—

The production of wheat in the United States in 1843 amounted to 
100,310,856 bushels, equal to 20,062,371 bbls of flour, of which about 
one million barrels were exported. The production of wheat in 1844 
was equal to 19,121,400 barrels 9° flour, of which 1,438,574 barrels 
were exported, leaving a balance in the country equal to about one 


barrel per head per annum. This surplus is of wheat alone, the pro- 
duction of which is ne about one-fifth that of corn. Nearly one- 
tenth of the agricultural production of the United States is annually 











exported, leaving nine-tenths for home consumption. All we want 
is markets for our productions to stimulate cultivation, and we could 
supply all Europe With bread-stuffs. Since 1838 the wheat c of 
Ohio, Michigan, Indiana, and sina Neve nearly doubled, and the 
productions of the soil increase tenfold more rapidly than consumers. 
According to the census of 1840, 3,719,951 individuals in the United 
States were employed in agriculture, and only 909,356 in commerce 
and manufactures. A very great change has no doubt taken place 
in the employments of the people of this country since 1840.“ The 
revival of trade, and rapid increase of manufactures, have required 
a greater number of labourers in these branches, and many may have 
been withdrawn from the cultivation of the soil, to supply the demand 
for operators in manufacturing establishments. Ti he agricultural 
class been by no means yoduend by the withdrawal of those re- 
quired in this branch of business. The oo influx of foreigners has 
increased the number of producers full as fast as consumers, and 
every employment is fully supplied with labourers. In 1840, when 
the last census was taken, there were more engaged in agricultural 
pursuits than for many years previous. The revulsions that just pre- 
vious to that time had taken place in commercial affairs, induced 
many to turn their attention to agriculture who were previously en- 
gaged in mercantile and manufacturing operations. Since then times 
have improved, and every branch of business has become active, and 
the productions of the soil, and of every other industry, within the 
past year, have without doubt been greater than for any previous 
year. The increase in Great Britain is very large in the number 
engaged in commerce and trade. Within ten years, from 1831 to 
1841, the number engaged in agricultural pursuits decreased.

EASTERN COMMERCIAL INTELLIGENCE. 
(From the Chamber of Commerce Overland Price Current.) 

Bompay, June 19.—We have very few observations to record, or 
transactions to report, on the present condition of the season, the 
sale of imports having an closed, and scarcely any operations 
having taken place save for local consumption. The rains com- 
For the next two months or so 
the important market may be expected,to continue almost inactive. 

Corton MaNuFacrures.—The transactions in cctton piece goods have 
been exceedingly limited. Prices have been without alteration, but at pre- 
sent must be considered almost nominal. The diminution in the exports 
from Great Britain has tended to re-assure holders, and they now exhibit 
considerable firmness in the hope of an improvement after the monsoon, 
Stocks in first hands, however, continue extremely large, and the dispro- 
portion between imports and exports_is enormous. 

Yarns.—There have been a few transactions in grey, chiefly, however, 
on speculation, and prices of Nos. 30, 40, and 50 mule exhibit a decline of 
} and 4 anna per ib on previous quotations, Other numbers of mule are 
without change, but scarcely any sales have taken place. 
mains as before. The stock of orange yarn is heavy, and the article is un- 
saleable at a remunerating piice. A small sale of Turkey red, good qua- 
lity, average 40, has taken place at 1} rs. per lb, The market for this de- 
scription is firm. 

WooLLens—These are still neglected, and our prices for them are nomi- 
nal, The only sale reported to us is one of 1,152 yards of coarse cloth at 
rs 1:8:3 per yard. 

MakinE StonEs,—Little has been done in any of the articles under this 
hesd. We hear of a sale of 32 ewt of white paint at 13 rs per ewt, and also 
of a small transaction in red lead at 15 rs per ewt. The arrivals of this lat- 
ter, however, have subsequently been rather large, aud 14 rs to 144 rs per 
cwt is the extreme rate now obtainable for immediate delivery. Linseed 
oil and spirits of turpentine are both rather lower than last month. 

Spinxirs.—Since our last brandy has been disposed of at 3rs to 34 rs per 
gallon, and as the increased rate of duty is now in operation, the last named 
rate will in all probability be maintaincd. Transactions at 3 rs, to the cx- 
tent of 30 hhds, have been communicated to us. 

CocHINEAL.—The only sale of which we have heard is one of 14 Ibs af 
rs 3:6:6. We retain last months’ quotation of 3:6: 0 at 3:7: 0 rs for 
this article. 

We hear of nothing doing in other articles of import. 

EASTERN PRODUCE. 

Corron.—The extent of business transacted since our last has been very 
moderate. Shortly after the departure of the mail on the 20th ultimo, 
prices gave way considerably, but stocks being now warclioused for the rains 
theyhaveagain railied. 87 rs per candy is now asked for Jumbooser $43 for, 
Broach and Surat, 82 rs for Oomrawuttee, 79 rs for Dollera, and 73 rs for 
Compta, We have heard of a purchase of 250 candies of the latter at 72 rs. 

Correr.—We quote Mocha at rs 8, and Malabar at rs 64, per mauud, but 
have heard of no transactions. 

Gums.—Animi and Arabic are both lower than last month—the former 
considerably so. : 

Opium.—-This drug has risen from rs 1,400—our last quotation—to rs 
1,425 at 1,440 per chest. ; 

Woor.—We hear of no tran<actions, and retain last month's prices. 

Freiguts.—The shipping arrivals have been very numerous since our 
last, and this increase in the amount of available tonnage has occasioned a 
decline latterly in the rates of freight both to London and Liverpool.

No material change has been observable in our markets during the 
past week; for, although it is probable they may be affected by the 
news received by the Bentinck steamer, which came in on the 6th 
instant, sufficient time has not yet elapsed for this to be manifested.

In 
goods there is a fair, steady business, but without much animation, 
except in domestics, which are rather higher, in consequence of the 
advance in the description of yarn used in their manufacture. 

IluppersFie.p, Tuesday. — ‘There was a smaller attendance of 
buyers to-day than for many weeks yom especially for the export 
trade, which appears to commence falling off at an earlier period of 
the season than was the case last year. 

Braprorp, Thursday. Pieces the demand for goods still continues 
rather languid considering the time of the year, the uncertainty as to 
the fate of the coming harvest may to some extent account for the 
want of confidence in buyers. Yarn still very depressed, prices the 
same.

The above accounts exhibit a decrease of circulation of 208,797/; 
of deposits of 89,3977; of securities of 124,6767; and of bullion of 
85,814/, as compared with the returns of last week. ‘The decrease 
of bullion in four weeks is now equal to 808,383/. 

The exchanges are again lower on Hambro’ and Antwerp. On 
Paris short bills have been done at the same rate as last week, but 
for three months’ paper the rate is somewhat firmer. 

For some annie back we have expressed an opinion that money 
would become more valuable. The rate of interest may be said to 
have advanced this week, on best paper, at least } per cent, and on 
other kinds from 4 to 4 per cent. Money must continue to advance 
in value. The amount of deposits and calls on foreign railways to be 
remitted within a very short period is estimated at little short of two 
millions, say 1,800,000/. Part of this amount we have reason to be- 
lieve has been anticipated, and the recent decline of the exchange 
on Belgium and Holland is partly to be attributed to purchases of 
bills to remit on account of the lines recently undertaken in those 
countries. The numerous new lines now coming out, as well as 
those in the market, will be the cause of large foreign remittances 
during the next twelve months. The effect also of the absorption of 
money to make upwards of one hundred new lines in Great Britain 
and Ireland, for which bills either have passed or will pass this ses- 
sion, will, before long, have a very powerful effect on the value of 
money. A very common, nay, almost universal fallacy exists, that 
money absorbed in railways at home will not affect the money 
market, and the amount of available capital, on the ground that it is 
supposed to be a mere transfer from one hand to another, and from 
one bank to another, but retaining the same amount of capital. A 

eater or more dangerous fallacy could not occupy the public mind. 

ur space here will not permit us to discuss the subject; but with 
the exception of any profit that may be saved and accumulated out 
of that expenditure, it is as much abstracted from the available float- 
ing capital of the country as if it were seut abroad. In an early 
number we will fully discuss this question. 

In the meantime, too, the import and consumption of all foreign 


commodities are increasing considerably, and trade continues to 
absorb more capital. The state of the weather and the advance in 
the price of corn is also another reason for a ter absorption of 
capital. And further, it is rumoured that a smal! loan of one million 
has been made by the Government with Messrs Guerney and Co., 
and Messrs Reid, Irving and Co., at four per cent.—which, if true, 
we suppose to be on account of the West India Colonies, for the pur- 
poses of immigration. 

Meantime the most foolish and ignorant attempts are made by the 
press to persuade the public that the operation of the New Bank bill 
will prevent any difficulty in the money market. The Standard of 
Tuesday last, as an example of the general tone of the press, affects 
to show that ten millions of bullion might be withdrawn from the 
Bank before any inconvenience would be experienced, because 
there were nearly 8,000,000/ of notes in the banking department, and 
nearly 2,000,000/ of country issues, which might be added to the pre- 
sent amount. ‘These parties, however, entirely overlook the fact 
that, although the banking department has notes to the amount of 
7,942,485/ on the credit side ot the account, yet there are deposits to 
the amount of 13,679,521/ (of which 10,745,613/ are private), and short 
bills to the amount of 1,085,211/—making an amount of liabilities of 
14,764,732/ of the banking department, for which it is exposed to be 
called for any day, and against which it holds notes and coin amount- 
ing. to 8,492,423/. 

ow let it be borne in mind that this liability of 14,764,732/ is alto- 
ether over and above the notes in circulation, which are protected 
y bullion and securities in the issue department. When there is a 
demand for money, it is soon shown by a diminution of deposits. 
The opinion we entertain of the prudence and knowledge of the pre- 
sent Bank direction induces us to believe that they would not feel jus- 
tified to keep a smaller reserve of notes and coin against their present 
amount of liabilities than five to six millions, and that, therefore, the 
real amount of unemployed means which the Bank at this moment 
possesses, with a due aad prudent regard to the protection of her lia- 
bilities, does not exceed two millions. ‘hat is, let the Bank discount 
two millions more, and it might be considered her banking means 
were fully occupied; and if the deposits then decreased, it would 
immediately behove the Bank to sell securities. Or, in other words, 
if the present amount of deposits were to be withdrawn to the extent 
of two millions, and the circulation increased to that extent, the Bank 
would not be justified in going further; and any decrease of deposits 
after that should be instantly met by the sale of securities. In place, 
therefore, of ten millions, we consider that the whole amount to 
which the Bank could safely extend its advances in any way at this 
time would be 2,000,000/, with a due regard to a protection of her 
deposits.

MONEY MARKET. 


Saturpay.—In the English stocks business was very dull. The foreign securities 
were equally neglected. The bargains quoted in the official list did not exceed a 
dozen transactions. Money in the discount market is still at the rate of 2} to §, and 
is likely to remain at that point until the rate of discount is altered by the Bank of 
England. A fair amount of business has been transacted during the week. 

Monpvay.—The English funds continue flat, and the appearance of business is not at 
present in favour of high prices. Bank stock was quoted at the close of the market 
210 to 211, consols for money 989 to 4, for the account 984 to 99, exchequer bills 53s to 
55s premium, three per cents reduced 9%} to {, three-and-a-quarter per cents 1023 to #, 
long annuities 114, and India bonds 69s to 72s premium. The prices of the foreign se- 
curities remain in statu quo. Very few bargains have been concluded, and the latest 
quotations were—Spanish five per cents 26 to 4, the three per cents 37 to 4, Russian 117 
to 119, Portuguese 64 to 66, Peruvian 37 to 39, Mexican 36§ to 373, the deferred 20§ to 
4, Dutch two-and-a-half per cents 62} to 4, the four per cents 9% to 4, Danish 89 to 
90, Colombian 37§ to %, Chilian 101 to 103, and Buenos Ayres 49 to 50. 

Tvursvay.—The English securities have been rather flat to-day, in consequence of 
sales by speculators, who have operated on the supposed uncertainty of the result of 
this year’s harvest. Inthe foreign market very little business bas been transacted, 
and quotations wear a dull appearance. In the foreign exchanges the rates upon 
Amsterdam and Hamburgh were rather lower, and Paris remained the same as last 
post. 

WeEpDNESDAY.—The English market is rather flat to-day, both on account of the 
news from America and the unfavourable state of the weather, many persons regard- 
ing the present period as very critical for the harvest, and consequently for the future 
condition of the money market, which is supposed to be so intimately connected with 
it. In the foreign market the chief operations were conductedin Mexican, which fell 
nearly 14 per cent on the intelligence from America, and which completely counter- 
acted the good effect of the legal opinion in favour of the bondholders. 

Tuurspay.—The English funds were a little firmer to-day, but the markets gener- 
ally had nota very healthy appearance, as the weather continues unsettled. Consider- 
ing the limited amount of business transacted, prices are well supported. The satis- 
factory settlement of the half-monthly account gave rather more steadiness to prices 
in the foreign market, and most of the speculative securities rosea trifle. Throughout 
the stock-exchange money was in demand in consequence of the settlements, and was 
worth from three per cent in the English market up to 15 or 20 per cent inthe railway 
market. 

Fripay.—The consol market is rather more firm to-day, the price for the account 
being 98§ 3, and for money 984 §. South Sea stock has been quoted at 113, the go- 
vernment brokers continuiug their purchases in them. Bank stock is a shade higher. 
The other bonds remain much the same as yesterday. Not much has been transacted 
in the foreign funds to-day. Peruvian bonds have fluctuated between 36 and 37, 
Portuguese converted from 654 to 65, Spanish actives from 27 to 26], and the Dutch 
four per cents from 999 to 9%}. 

CompaARATIVE ExcHancres.—The premium on gold at Paris is 104 per mille, which, 
at the English Mint price of 3/ 178 104d per ounce for standard gold, gives an exchange 
of 25 41, andthe exchange at Paris on London at short being 25 55, it follows that gold 
is 0°55 per cent dearer in London than in Paris.—By advices from Hamburgh the price 
of gold is 4364 per mark, which at the English Mint price of 3/ 17s 104d per ounce for 
standard gold, gives an exchange of 13 10§, and the exchange at Hamburgh on London 
at short being 13 123, it follows that gold is 0°68 per cent dearer in London than in 
Hamburgh.
